SOUTH  DEERFIELD  -  A  Boston  dealer  in  rare 
books  and  manuscripts  paid  $10,000  la.st  night  at 
an  auction  for  five  Naval  commissions  of  Civil  War 
hero  David  Farragut. 

Maury  Bromscn.  president  of  Maury  Bromscn 
Associates,  bought  the  documents  on  the  fifth  bid. 
The  bidding,  which  drew  interest  from  some  nation- 
al museums,  opened  at  $5000. 

The  auction  came  on  the  118th  anniversary  of 
the  day  President  Abraham  Lincoln  signed  a  com- 
mission making  Farragut  the  first  admiral  In  US 
history,  Jan.  9,  1863. 

It  was  during  the  battle  for  Mobile  Bay  in  Ala- 
bama, Aug.  5.  1864,  that  Farragut,  a  native  Ten 
nesscan  who  chose  to  fight  for  the  North  in  the  Civil 
War,  uttered  the  words  that  have  been  recorded  in 
history  books  as  "Damn  the  torpedos!  I'ull  speed 
aheadi" 

Historians  say  Farragut  actually  shouted  to  sail- 
ors on  the  ship  Brooklyn  to  "Damn  the  toi  pedosi  Go 
ahead!"  when  they  hesitated  In  the  lac<^  of  mines 
blocking  access  to  the  harbor. 

Auctioneer  Douglas  Bilodeau.  owner  of  !>iuglas 


Galleries,  said  the  US  Naval  Academy,  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution  and  the  National  Archives  had 
expressed  Interest  in  bidding  for  the  documents. 

"There  arc  a  lot  of  people  Interested  from  across 
the  country,"  Bilodeau  said  yesterday.  Ninety  peo- 
ple viewed  the  auction. 

Before  the  bidding  began.  Bilodeau  said  he  e.x- 
l^ectcd  the  documents  to  draw  "In  the  neighborhood 
of  $,5000  to  $10,000  for  all  five  commissioiis.  [kit 
there's  no  way  to  really  know.  An  Abraham  Lincoln 
signature  alone  goes  for  $600  to  $800,  but  then  you 
have  to  add  in  the  fact  that  two  other  presidents 
signed  tlic  other  thrc^  commissions  and  the  historl-. 
cal  signlilcancc  of  the  documents." 

Biloileau  said  the  commissions,  dating  from 
1841  to  1864,  were  put  up  for  auction  by  a  Farragut 
descendant.  "She  kept  the  documents  in  a  tin  box. 
They've  probably  Ix^n  in  that  box  for  100  years,  so 
they're  in  beautiful  condition."  Bilodeau  said. 

The  first  cniniiilsslon.  which  made  Farragut  a 
naval  commander  on  Sept.  9,  1841.  was  signed  by 
President  John  Tyler.  The  next  two  commissions, 
both  as  caplalns  In  1 856.  were  signed  by  President 
Franklin  Pierce, 

Bilodeau  estimated  the  value  of  the  Tyler  and 
Pierce  signatures  at  between  $200  and  S3tX)  apiet-e.  .

DEERFIELD  —  A  Boston  rare  book  dealer 
who  said  he  found  out  about  thp  auction  just 
two  days  ago  paid  more  than  $10,000  Friday 
night  for  five  of  Admiral  David  G.  Farra- 
gut's  commissioning  papers. 

Two  of  the  papers  —  Farragut's  promotions 
to  rear  and  vice  admiral  —  are  signed  by 
Abraham  Lincoln. 

Maury  A.  Bromsen,  president  of  Maury  A. 
Bromsen  Associates  of  Boston,  bid  $10,000  for 
the  five  commissions  in  the  opening  seconds 
of  the  three-minute  bidding  round  at  Doug- 
las Galleries  in  South  Deerfield.  With  a  10 
percent  commission  for  the  auction  house, 
Bromsen  paid  $11,000  in  all. 

"I've  been  specializing  in  Lincolnia  for  2,5 
years,"  Bromsen  told  The  Morning  Union 
during  a  break  m  the  auction,  lie  said  he 
planned  to  keep  them  for  his  personal 
collection. 

Bromsen  said  he  had  told  Seymour  S 
Weiner,  a  University  of  Massachusetts  pro- 
fessor who  accompanied  him  to  the  auction, 
he  expected  the  papers  to  sell  tor  approxi- 
mately $10,000, 

His  attendance  at  the  auction,  he  said,  was 
"purely  accidental.  I  heard  about  this  two 
days  ago."  He  said  he  saw  a  newspaper  ad- 
veilisement  in  a  friend's  store  and  decided  to 
travel  to  Deerfield  to  bid  on  the  papers. 

He  said  the  papers  are  valuable  because 
they  trace  Farragut's  naval  career  and  not 
because  some  of  them  were  signed  by 
Lincoln. 

I  was  prepared  to  go  to  $2.'j.0O0  because  of 


the  importance  of  Farragut."  he  said.  Farra- 
gut was  tlie  first  officer  to  hold  the  rank  of 
rear  admiral  in  the  U.S.  Navy.  Farragut  won 
fame  during  the  Civil  War  battles  of  New 
Orleans  and  Mobile  Bay 

It  was  during  the  campaign  to  lake  Mobile 
from  Confederate  rebel  forces  that  Farragut, 
commanding  the  flotilla's  flagship,  the  USS 
Hartford,  shouted  the  phase  for  which  he  was 
to  become  famous  —  "Damn  the  torpedoes; 
full  speed  ahead." 

During  the  Civil  War  era.  torpedoes  re- 
ferred to  floating  mines,  rather  than  the  self- 
propelled  weapons  developed  later  in  the  19lh 
Century. 

Bromsen  bought  Farragut's  commissions 
to; 

•  Commander,  Sept.  8,  1841;  signed  by  Pres- 
ident John  Tyler  and  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
J.D    Simms. 

•  Captain.  Sept.  14.  10,'>5,  signed  by  Presi- 
dent Franklin  Pierce  and  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  J.  C.  Dobbin. (two  papersl. 

•  Rear  admiral,  June  16.  1862;  signed  by 
President  Lincoln  and  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
Gideon  Welles. 

•  Vice  admiral.  Dec.  21,  1064;  signed  by  Lin- 
coln and  Welles. 

Farragut  retired  in  1868  as  a  four-star,  full 
admiral. 

"These  are  too  good  to  sell."  Bromsen  said 
about  keeping  the  papers  in  his  own 
collection. 

The  Farragut  papers  were  discovered  in 
Ashfield  approximately  three  years  ago,  gal- 
lery owner  Douglas  Bilodeau  told  the  crowd  of 
approximately  400  persons  in  the  auction 
hall. 

"They  have  been  in  the  same  family  for  as 
llong  as  people  can  remember."  he  said,  not- 
ling  Ihcy  were  stored  in  a  tin  can. 

A  block  of  papers  signed  by  Farragut  dur- 
ing the  Mobile  Bay  campaign  also  was  auc- 
linned  for  $600.
